Jke Huffman, through his at¬ 
torney, Jas. F. Varnar-dall. 
brought suit against the town to 
remoter $40. Huffman was con¬ 
victed and Sued $60 for bring¬ 
ing more liqu'-r into town than it 
was thought lawful for him to 
do, and be paid $40 qf the 
amount. His attorney claims 
that be was fined under an or¬ 
dinance that was void,. but the 
Council refused to remit the 
fine. Tbe case was argued be¬ 
fore Special Jndge C -rn Tues¬ 
day* who was Dresidmg at Quar¬ 
terly Court in the absence of 
Judge Hoges, and be took the 
matter under advisement and 
yesterday decided that the ordi¬ 
nance aLd the judgement was 
void and that Huffman paid the 
money undor tbe mistaken idea 
that}he ,v*s compelled to do so 
oy law or he would be subjected 
to (imprisonment, th^r^fore he 
was entitled to recover $40 from 
the town. -Harrodsburg Herald.

Newspaper Publisher Dies at 
Campbellsville. 


Cplumbia. Kv., March 13.— 
Charles F. MurreM, aged 55 
years, ha'f owner of the Adair 
County News, published here, 
dropped dead in the lavatory of 
the Commercial Hotel in Camp¬ 
bellsville today at 11 o’clock 
Editor Murrfll was a frequent 
suff-?ter ffrom acute indigestion 
and called for a physician short¬ 
ly after eating breakfast.
